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ingredient comprises a topically active steroid, topically active an tihistamine, topically 
active analgesic, silicone gel, an enzyme, a vitamin or a mixture of two or more of said 
active ingredients, and wherein said film-forming carrier hardens to a tangible membrane 
juxtaposed to the skin, which tangible membrane can be peeled off the skin either at 
completion of treatment or to apply a subsequent dose of said composition. 

63. (New) The method of claim 62, wherein said active ingredient is a topically 
active antihistamine. 

64. (New) The method of claim 63, wherein said topically active antihistamine 
is Benadryl® (diphenhydramine HCL).
